A combination garage! and house, 
owned by 
Bryan 
Harget. a 
quarter 
of a mile south of Littlestown on 
the Baltimore road, were destroyed, 
Together with a ll of their contents, 
by fire which followed an explosion 
in the garage at 9 o’clock this morn- 
| ing. 
The loss Is estim ated at be­ 
tween $5,000 and $8,000 
Three used cars in the garage, all 
owned by Harget. and all of 
the 
household goods and most of 
the 
personal property of Mr. and Mrs. 
Harget were consumed by the flames 
which spread rapidly. 
Stove Ignites Gas 
According to reports from Littles­ 
town, Harget was working on one 
of the machines when a bucket af 
gasoline, 
standing 
near 
a 
stove 
which 
had 
become 
overheated, 
ignited. 
Harget ran to the front end of the 
garage for powder to extinguish the 
flames when one of the large front 
doors of the place blew open, adm it­ 
ting air. 
In the next instant, the 
gasoline exploded with a 16ud de­ 
tonation. blowing off both 
front 
doors of the garage and knocking 
down Harget, who was rendered u n ­ 
conscious for a few minutes. 
Building In Flames 
The 
combination 
garage 
and 
house was of frame construction, 
covered with stucco, and the inflam ­ 
mable gasoline and oil in the garage 
added fuel to the flames. The liar 
get’s home was along the side and 
over Hie garage, 
W ithin a few minutes, the entire 
structure, which measured 35 by 36 
fed, was in flames. 
Tile Littlestown fire company was 
called, but the flame had gained 
such headway that it was impossible 
to save the property. 
Harget was slightly burned about 
the face by the explosion.

Clarifies Law On 
Boundary Fishing 


Sunday fishing in the Delaware 
river, a subject of much discussion 
with fishermen in Pennsylvania, has 
been clarified by a recent opinion 
handed down by the attorney gen­ 
eral, according to Fish Commission­ 
er Oliver ML Deibler. 
Tile middle of the Delaware river, 
the boundary line between Pennsyl­ 
vania and New Jersey, marks the 
extent of Pennsylvania's jurisdic­ 
tion in fishing on the stream, ac­ 
cording to the opinion. 
The opinion follows: 
‘ Fishing in the Delaware river 
above Trenton Falls with a net be­ 
tween Saturday at two o’clock post 
meridian and twelve o’clock mid­ 
night Sunday night in each week is 
punishable by a fine of one hundred 
dollars; fishing with other devices 
on Sunday anywhere north of the 
middle of the Delaware river, which 
is the boundary line of the com­ 
monwealth, is practicing a sport or 
diversion in violation of the Act of 
1794, and for which the offender is 
liable to a fine of four dollars; 
Section 265 of the fish law, provid­ 
ing a fine of twenty-five dollars for 
fishing on Sunday in inland water 
has no application to the Delaware 
river. 
The fine for such violation 
is provided by the Sunday law act 
of 1794.”
